Trooper Emerson of the 
Highway Patrol gave the 
meeting some interesting 
information concerning traf- 
fic accidents and deaths in 
the Glades: 

“Last year nineteen lives 
were lost in traffic accidents 
from South Bay to WPB. 
Twelve of these fatalities 
occurred in the Glades, from 
file Bend to Belle 
s city limits.” 
“From Twenty-Mile Bend 
west to Clewiston there 
were 110 traffic accidents, 
the highest per mile in the 
Count:

Glades’ Major accidents

Senecal ls Chief 
Mathis Is Asst. 
In South Bay 


In a pre-arranged move 
last Monday night, Mr. Ja- 
mes Mathis submitted his 
resignation to а special 
meeting of South Bay City 
Commissioners as Tempor- 
ary Acting Chief of Police 
of South Bay, leaving the 
way open for Commissioners 
to appoint Mr. Oscar J.

Commissioners then ap- 
proved Chief Senecal's ap- 
pointment of Mr. Mathis as 
Temporary Acting Assist- 
ant Chief of Police at a sal- 
ary of $385.00 a month, 
with was no loss in pay. 

Both appointments are ef 
fective at once, and will re- 
main in force until the City 
Civil Service Board acts. 

Civil Service examination 
for police jobs are sche- 
duled for February 17th at 
which time job classifica- 
tions will become official, 
it is hoped. 

Mr. Senecal has had wide 
police experience, and was 
until recently the ‘Lieuten- 
ant in Charge of the Glades 
sub-office of the County 
Sheriff's office. "I worked 
for Lt. Senecal in the Sher- 
iff's Department, and there 
is no one I would rather 
work for,” stated Mr, Mat- 
his, “He lives in the Glades, 
knows our people and our 
problems, and is always wil 
ling to go out of his way to 
help his men and the pub- 
lic. South Bay will have the 
best police department it 
has ever had with Mr, Sene- 
cal.” 

City Commissioners heard 
City Clerk Craig ask to be 
relieved of the job of sec- 
retary to the Civil Service 
Board. Mr. Craig has often 
found himself “right in the 
middle of things" and 
thinks that someone should 
act as secretary to the Civil 
Service Board who would 
not have conflicting inter- 
ests. The job of secretary is 
not salaried. Commissioners 
agreed to relieve him of the 
job for the good of the ser- 
vice when another person 
can be found by Mr. O'Neil 
Walker, president of the 
Civil Service Board.

Work started Monday of 
this week, on a new $100,- 
000 addition to the local 
Southern Bell Telephone 
building at 108 S. W, Ave- 
nue C, Belle Glade. 

The one-story addition 
will make room for Direct 
Distant Dialing equipment 
which will be put in use by 
the end of the year. In ad- 
dtion, it will provide space 
for additional local dialing 
equipment as needed. 

Plans call for an addition- 
al 2420 square feet of floor 
space. This will be in the 
form of an "L" shaped addi- 
tion extending south from 
the present brick building, 
to the alley, and eastward to 
the property line on S. W. 
Ist Street, 

When the DDD system 
goes into effect during No- 
vember, 1966, telephone us- 
ers in the Glades will be 
able to dial their own sta- 
tion-to-station long distance 
calls. Operators will still 
handle person-to-person call 
credit card calls, collect 


calls and calls from coin 
telephones. 

Special equipment will 
record the number being 


called and measure the 
length of "time talked. 
As soon as the cal- 


ler finishes dialing, an op- 
erator will come on the line 
and ask for the number of 
the telephone being used. 
After that, the call is hand 
led automatically by the 
equipment. 


Father And Infant Son Killed 
When Car Rams Into Truck 


A father and his infant 
son were killed almost in- 
stantly at approximately 
8:30 P. M. Thursday night 
when the car in which they 
were riding rammed into 
the rear of a stalled зой 
truck on State Road 80, 17 
miles east of Belle Glade. 
The wife and mother re- 
mains in critical condition 
's Hospital, West 


William Lavon Wade, 34, 
was the dead motorist, He 
was employed by William 
Graber'at the City Sinclair 
Service Station, Belle Glade 
The dead child was Lavon 
Wade,.13 months, who was 
crushed, when his head 
struck the windshield. 

Mrs. Glenda Quinley Wade, 
24, who was employed by 
Vance Broome operator of 
a store on 5. W. 5th St. 
suffered compound skull 
fracture an internal injur- 
ies. Mrs, Wade, according 
to her sister remains in crit- 
ical condition. Mrs. Wade 
formerly worked at the Cot- 
tage Grill. 

Florida Highway Patrol, 
Otis W, McGowan reported 
the accident occurred when 
the sod truck driven by 
Shelbre Jones, 43, of 400 
NW 3lst St, Ft. Lauder- 
dale, caught on fire as it 
was being driven east. Jones 
said he stepped from the 
truck when the engine 
flamed and ‘smoke poured 
in, and was walking west 
to put out flares when he 
heard the oncoming auto- 
mobile. The truck driver 
said he had a flashlight and 
a flare he intended to light 
but had to jump out of the 
way of the car which skid- 
ded more than 120 feet be- 
fore impact 

Wade's wife was partial- 
ly pinned in the wrecked 
auto and Wade was trapped 
under the steering wheel, It 
was more than an hour be- 
fore Wade was removed 
from the wreckage by pas- 
sersby and patrolman. 

The truck was carrying 
an (8,000 pound load of 
sod.\The-driver was em- 


ployed by Н. С. King Co., 
Hallandale. Skid marks in- 
dicated. the car was travel- 
at a high rate of speed 
but McGowan said he was 
unable to estimate it as the 
car had been purchased on

Johnny R. Jones, three 
years old, at 10th and E, SW 
on January 18th was ser- 
iously injured as a result of 
a kerosene fire. He was res- 
cued by two prisoners who 
were in the neighborhood 
working. 

The home of Mr. and Mrs 
R. A. McCrannie on West 
Canal Road was damaged 
by fire originating from a 
kerosene heater, 

The home of the Con- 
nell's suffered serious da- 
mage from a fire caused by 
a kerosene heater 

Mrs. Connell, in discuss- 
ing the work of the fire- 
men evidenced surprise that 
a fire department could do 
its work of containing a fire 
and .controlling it, without 
flooding the house.

Sea Research & Exploration 
Urged By Rogers 


Congressman Paul Rog- 
ers, just back from a fact- 
finding tour of shipping, 
fisheries and marine re- 
search installations in Rus- 
sia and Poland, is preparing 
a campaign to step up U. S. 
utilization of the seas . 

"Unless immediate steps 
are taken," Rogers said up- 
on his return, "the United 
States may find itself run- 
ning a poor second in the 
growing “wet space race' " 

The Florida Congressman 
was appointed along with 
Rep. Hastings Кейі (R- 
Mass) and marine experts 
by House Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries Committee 
Chairman Edward Garmatz 
(D-Md) to make the trip. 
The delegation departed 
Washington on January 6, 
viewing various facilities in 
Moscow and Warsaw, Po- 
land, including the Soviet 
Committee for Science and 
Technology, the Institute of 
Oceanology, the Ministry of 
Fisheries and shipbuilding 
installations. 

Rogers, back in his office 
this week, said that the Rus- 
sians are ahead of the Unit- 
ed States in their applica- 
tion of knowledge of the 
seas. He said that basic mar 
jne research is being used to 
expand the Soviet fishing 
and shipbuilding industries. 
Citing the fact that Rus- 
sian fishing increases some 
half million tons per year, 
Rogers said that the United 
States fish catch is actually 
declining. He also noted that 
the U. S. imports over 6296 
of its fish products, these 
imports being worth over 
$600 million each year. 

"This is $600 million 
which could be going to our 
own American fishermen," 
Rogers stated, 

He emphasized that Soviet 
oceanographers provide ma- 
rine science information to 
their fishermen, advising on

Also, Soviet 
fleets use a “mother” ship 
which not only freezes and 
processes the catch on the 
high seas, but can refuel 
trawlers, enabling them to 
stay at sea longer. By com- 
parison, the U. S. fisher- 
man must return to port re- 
gularly when he fills his 
catch to unload and refuel. 

Congressman Rogers also 
noted that Russia was ra- 
pidly expanding its ship- 
building. He said that the 
Soviets were outbuilding 
the U. S. by 15 times the 
number of vessels construct- 
ed. He noted that some 90% 
of all U. S, flag cargo ships, 
excluding tankers, were 
more than 20 years old. Yet 
90% of the USSR's fleet is 
less than 10 years old. Ship- 
building for the Russians is 
Poland’s major industry, 
while more than half of this 
nation's shipyards are ly- 
ing idle, 

“Furthermore, the U. S. 
is so short of ships that it 
has become necessary to 
charter foreign ships for the 


sealift to Vietnam," Rogers 
said. 

“The Soviets are working 
swiftly and silently to ex- 
pand their sea research and 
exploitation programs, Their 
programs may not be an- 
nounced by any dramatic 
milestones such as the outer 
space breakthrough with 
Sputnik in 1957," Rogers 
stated, "Unless this nation 
gets busy and assigns a 
higher priority to the seas 
we may one day be hope- 
lessly behind.” 


Congrssman Rogers not- 
ed that one major govern- 
ment agency in the U. S. an- 
nually spends over $5 bil- 
lion on outer space pro- 
grams, yet sea research and 
exploration is being hand- 
led by 18 Federal agencies 
spending about $150 mil- 
lion. He said that the seas’ 
benefits are more accessible 
than those of outer space 
and that while space was 
important, undersea war- 
tare places a greater empha- 
sis upon defense aspects of 
marine science.

Food 
consumption within the 
state will increase with the 
rise in population and con- 
sumer income. 

Farm exports will contin- 
ue to rise, he said, pointing 
out that the State Deparl- 
ment of Agriculture now 
has on its staff an official 
who is promoting Florida's 
commodities overseas. 


Labor and taxes will con- 
tinue to add to the farm 
production expense bur- 
den, but Conner said in- 
creased efficiency in pro- 
duction will absorb some 
cf the load.
